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INTRODUCTION 



"Thank God there are people in Eng- 
land who care for these things. After 
the war it will be too late! " 

He was back from the front, and in 
our Hall of Heroes I was explaining 
the intention of the Exhibition. 

At the sudden passion in his voice 
our eyes met and the look y heard of, but 
hardly believed in, gave me, through 
one of those rare timeless moments of 
intensified consciousness, the know- 
ledge that all the pity and the pain, 
all the strangling waves of horror that 
beat upon the beach of death, had but 
stripped the matrix that hid the burn- 
ine eem, revealed the eternal soul 
within. 

I saw, besides, the fields of ravished 
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Flanders and desolated France, ruined 
Poland, Rheims wrecked, and Venice 
bombed; the ghastly tangle of the 
trenches; then, leagues on leagues of 
blasted soil bedewed with the blood 
of young humanity, a humanity leap- 
ing with song and laughter on destruc- 
tion, and I knew that all the labour 
of all our lives for all their term could 
not reward such sacrifice or make fit 
expiation for the wrong that called it 
forth. 

Now that the Western world is one 
vast wound, which the forces of de- 
struction are daily enlarging, the least 
sign of reconstruction comes like a 
benediction to those who have been 
in the conflict. " Thank God there are 
people in England who care for these 
things. After the war it will be too 
late; it must be done now." The words 
came as a complete vindication of our 
enterprise, and a blessing on our lab- 
ours. Let doubters take courage.

The Exhibition is intended as a 
series of demonstrations and a series 
of appeals. Demonstrations, first, of 
the limitless creative powers of the 
British craftsman and the British stu- 
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dent, then, appeals for the right use 
of those powers by our authorities. 

Dotted over the countryside in little 
workshops or groups of them, and even 
in the towns, our craftsmen and women 
have created new forms of beauty, 
revived decaying handicrafts, revital- 
ized old, invented new, brought the 
renascence of English country life and 
national industry within the range of 
possibility. 

It cannot be stated too often that 
the commercial success of the Central 
Empires was founded on a proper un- 
derstanding of the necessity of skilled 
and trained intelligence in every 
branch of every production. To this 
was added a system of liberally en- 
dowed, often State-supported, experi- 
mental workshops and laboratories 
attached to all great undertakings, 
supplemented by the free purchase 
of designs by artists of the countries 
whose custom they desired. This last, 
however, was another of their fatal 
errors. They should have kept their 
encouragement for their own native 
artistry, developed national gifts, in- 
stead of establishing a parasitic de- 
pendence on outside help. The body 
is not stimulated by tonics poured 
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down another's throat. Moreover, the 
best medicine is fit and full employ- 
ment of every faculty. Can we not now 
secure that for ourselves? The Cen- 
tral Empires, whatever their crimes, 
and they are countless, have cared 
for the training of their workers; but 
they have relied, as in all things, too 
much on mechanism, too little on the 
real development of personality. What 
the untrained worker can do, when put 
to the test, the achievements of our 
munition workers sufficiently prove. 
The greater their triumph, however, 
and it is immense, the greater our 
shame who have left such gifts to lan- 
guish or run to seed for all these 
years. 

We invite the official world, the 
world of education, the world of trade, 
merchants, manufacturers, the heads 
of universities, colleges, schools, and 
technical institutes to flock to Burl- 
ington House not merely for pleasure, 
as always, but for pleasure and profit 
and patriotism. 

Here is something worth every- 
one's while to see. Here, in germ, 
are solutions of present and future 
problems. 

Each of the small enterprises whose 
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work is shown could, if rightly treated, 
supply the place of experimental lab- 
oratories for larger undertakings. They 
could supplement and make really 
practical our technical schools. A re- 
taining fee in such case would give 
security to the worker, set him free 
to invent, improve, and construct to 
the increasing benefit of the whole 
community. 

To give encouragement to our 
craftsmen is now the first necessity. 
Do this, and the whole life of the 
Nation gains. Neglect it, and we shall 
fail utterly in the great task of recon- 
struction which the coming of peace 
will bring to us. In the past, for ex- 
ample, our textile industry has weakly 
depended on France and the second- 
hand France of Germany. 

We need greatly the lightness, deli- 
cacy, charm, grace, and exquisite 
colour sense which characterize the 
French, but we shall get them best 
through their first-hand productions, 
never through flat-footed copyism, 
our own or others. 

There is a British quality in work. 
Subtle, elusive, undefinable, but easily 
recognizable everywhere. Let us cul- 
tivate that. It suits our soil. That is 
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true enterprise, true wisdom, true 
patriotism. 

Developing themselves, each nation 
will find the others increasingly ad- 
mirable. The united arts will again 
take their place as guardians of hu- 
manity. Was not Athena the mistress 
of all the arts, the tutelary deity of 
Athens? 

Further, the Exhibition is an appeal 
to Public Authorities, to Municip- 
alities, to Boards, and Vestries, for 
more encouragement to local produc- 
tion. 

We ask that the administration of 
each district should be a centre of 
local patriotism. We need to see St. 
John's Wood and Chelsea in mutual 
emulation in all things. Hammer- 
smith stirred to action by East Ham, 
Little Fedlington by Odcombe in the 
Marsh. 

* # # 

Our enterprise is a studied appeal 
to the Education authorities to make 
fuller use of the crafts as means of 
education and culture. All civilization 
and culture is built upon the crafts — 
government and education sprang 
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from them; why should they now 
have neither lot nor part in educa- 
tion? 

The child who realizes by experi- 
ment the delight and obligation of 
workmanship will alone make the 
complete citizen. The man who can- 
not use his hands in some craft is an 
intellectual cripple, a deficient, and 
all his work suffers from that lack. 

Conversely the craftsman is in all 
things apt to be more practical. His 
speech is direct, concise, convincing. 

To produce even the simplest ob- 
ject for use is a task demanding in- 
tellectual capacity of the highest 
order. We need to give this capacity 
more room and verge, to cultivate it, 
and take it to our councils. Craft is 
the main avenue to the temple of 
learning.

The Exhibition is a demonstration 
of the capacities of our schools and 
students when given the opportunity 
of working under the inspiration of 
natural conditions. 

It has proved again beyond doubt 
or cavil that the ideal method of train- 
ing is the master's workshop, in which 
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concerted work of master and pupil on 
some actual enterprise is carried on. 
All those who have worked at the 
Exhibition, artists and pupils alike, 
feel that a return to old conditions of 
teaching is hardly to be imagined. 
We hope to continue the experiment 
under still more favourable con- 
ditions. 

The work of decoration has revealed 
to artists themselves the possession of 
unsuspected powers. The stimulus of 
co-operation has lifted them to higher 
levels of achievement. 

Finally the Exhibition is an appeal 
to architects, painters, sculptors to 
work in closer co-operation, to plan, 
scheme, and produce together. 

Sculptor, painter, and architect 
should work together while the de- 
sign is taking shape. To call in the 
sculptor after the building is partly 
up, and the stone work decided is to 
call him in too late. To consult the 
painter after the wall has been cut up 
by unnecessary detail is to ensure 
failure and discourage future attempts 
in the right direction. 

Art should not be a means of gain, 
but a sacred duty. 

There is a noble Motto, more often 
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quoted than heeded, " Usui Civium 
decori urbium." These four words re- 
sume the life, the work, the ambition of 
our Society ; they describe the Exhibi- 
tion and its aim. For these reasons 
the motto shines over the door of our 
Hall of Heroes in the hope that all for 
whom it has significance will join us 
in our work for the common weal and 
for the beauty of our towns. 



The warmest thanks of the Society 
are due in the first place to the Presi- 
dent, Sir E. J. Poynter, and Council of 
the Royal Academy for their generous 
loan of their splendid galleries, and 
in the second place for their continued 
helpful courtesy and assistance. 

The Society is further greatly in- 
debted to Sir Selby Bigge and the 
Board of Education for their sympa- 
thetic support; to Sir Robert Blair and 
the Education Committee of the Lon- 
don County Council, who have not only 
permitted the students of the Central

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School of Arts and Crafts, those of 
the Westminster Technical Institutes, 
and the Cambervvell School of Arts 
and others to carry out under our 
superintendence the schemes of de- 
coration for the Exhibition, but also 
gave us the use of the various school 
studios during the summer recess, Mr.

No words could describe or worthily 
celebrate the spirit of enthusiasm with 
which they all threw themselves into 
the work, nor can we ever thank them 
sufficiently for all they have done.

The Exhibition is open from October 9th 
to December 2nd inclusive, from 10 to 5. 
Admission is. Season tickets 5^. 

1. COPYRIGHTS.— All Exhibits are Copy- 
right. Sketching or photographing is not 
allowed in the Galleries except under condi- 
tions, as to which application must be made 
direct to the Secretary. 

2. SALES. — The prices given in the Cata- 
logue should be checked by reference to the 
Assistant Secretary, who will take the name 
and address of any intending purchaser and 
accept a deposit of 25 per cent. ; but the 
Society will not be responsible for the delivery 
of the work sold, or for the payment of the 
remainder of the purchase money. Orders 
for replicas will be taken. No work shall be 
removed from the Galleries until the close of 
the Exhibition. 

3. STUDENTS. — Students of any recog- 
nized Art School will be admitted by Ticket 
(6d. each), to be obtained at the Galleries on 
showing their credentials.

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TRAFALGAR SQUARE 

The suggestions for the transformation of 
Trafalgar Square do not involve the de- 
struction of anything essential already in 
existence. What is intended are rearrange- 
ments and additions. The rearrangement 
of the fountains and the statues and the 
addition of a colonnade. 

The main intention is to turn the waste 
of stone into a pleasant spot of green and 
trees and flowers, and under the colonnade 
to arrange for a series of Memorials, Muni- 
cipal, Regimental, National, making the 
whole a National Campo Santo. 

In the centre would be a Great Naval 
Trophy, within a circle of Trophies to com- 
memorate the part played by the warships 
named from the various towns and cities as 
the Gloucester, the Chester, and others. 

The present fountains would be replaced 
by a large sheet of water round the central 
trophy. 
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On the Terrace at the high level would 
be large arches arranged in the form of 
trophies combining memorials of various 
kinds. 

The statues at present existing would be 
grouped round the Nelson Column, and 
should make an impressive group. 

Traversing the Square from North to 
South, and East to West, would be lime 
arcades and rows of yews. Flanking the 
Nelson Column would be two trophies, one 
representing the united contributions of 
France and England. That representing 
England would be crowned by a statue of 
Joan of Arc. That of France by a statue 
of St. George,

FROM WILLIAM MORRIS, 1834-1896, 
TO WALTER CRANE, 1845-1915 

The small group of artists who organized 
an exhibition of applied arts in the New 
Gallery in the autumn of 1888 would have 
been surprised at the time could they have 
foreseen that the title thev chose for their 

wf 

show should become a phrase in common 
use, while some at least of the ideas that 
the exhibitors represented in their work 
should, eight and twenty years later, be 
widespread all over the civilized world. The 
Exhibition was unusual, and contained 
works of great distinction — some by artists 
whose names were well known to the pub- 
lic, and others by men and women who, 
masters of their art, worked quietly with- 
out being recognized' outside their own 
circle. There were cartoons for painted 
windows by Burne-Jones, there were hand- 
made carpets and several pieces of high- 
warp tapestry from the workshops of 
William Morris, who had recently mastered

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the art of tapestry weaving; there was 
lustre ware by William De Morgan and 
friezes by Philip Webb. There was a golden 
gesso piano, there were embroidered wall- 
hangings and panels of carved and painted 
woodwork; there were exhibits of all sorts 
of things for domestic use, of a type familiar 
now, but then shown for the first time, and 
striking a new note in decorative art. 

The show opened quietly, as though no- 
thing out of the common, and an amused 
and puzzled public were helped in their 
inspection of the unusual display by a 
handy little catalogue with a preface by 
Walter Crane, and notes by different artists 
on the crafts represented. 

This was literally the birth of the Arts 
and Crafts movement. Until then, or, rather, 
until the formation of the Art Workers' 
Guild a few years earlier, decorative artists 
had worked in that isolation which is the 
unhappy note of modern art-life, each ab- 
sorbed in his own effort, unhelped by tradi- 
tion, hampered by prejudiced workmen, 
and wasting valuable time over experiment 
and over workshop details proper for ap- 
prentice labour. 

It is not to be said that this successful 
Exhibition of Arts and Crafts changed the 
position of things at once, but the visible 
grouping together of practical artists and 
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the publicity of their work was an immedi- 
ate encouragement and a sign of life. 

How has the movement grown, and what 
is the present phase of it in England, the 
place of its birth? 

The establishment by the London County 
Council of splendidly appointed schools of 
Arts and Crafts for practical workshop 
training, the organization on a new basis of 
the Art schools of our principal cities where 
recognition is now given to the necessity of 
this workshop practice in the arts, the op- 
portunities for training afforded in the 
Trade schools with admirable results, and 
lastly the acceptance in the mind of the 
public of certain ideas about Art unfamiliar 
a quarter of a century ago — all these ac- 
tivities of the present time form the " Arts 
and Crafts movement " in its later phase. 

But the most recent phase is the recog- 
nition and encouragement by the State of 
the handicrafts in England. For the last 
few years the English sections in the inter- 
national or special expositions held in other 
countries have included groups of Arts and 
Crafts exhibits organized at first by Royal 
Commissions, and latterly by the Board of 
Trade. The latest of these, the English 
Exhibition in Paris, convened under dis- 
tinguished conditions, had features which 
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proved of special interest. Looking round 
the walls of the historic building that for 
the moment housed this latest expression 
of art born on English soil, the question 
that naturally came to our minds was, Had 
it not been for the War, what might have 
been the immediate outcome of the grow- 
ing recognition of the natural and revivified 
art of this country? What might have come 
of this more literal interpretation of the 
word Art? We ask ourselves this and other 
questions to-day: Where do all our efforts 
tend? What human material are our great 
art and trade schools preparing for the 
future — material that is surely not a mean 
portion of the country's wealth? What is 
the future and where do our steps lead? 

Looking beyond the obstacles that still 
cumber the way, we are full of hope ; we 
see nothing less than the rebirth of the art 
of England, we see the growth of a great 
National Art, we see a time when the 
talent of the country — as great and of as 
fine a quality as ever it was — instead of 
wasting itself in giving art-finish to trade- 
wares, will once again be usefully and 
happily employed. 

We still hold the ideas of a small group 
of men who formed this Society eight and 
twenty years ago. Under changed con- 
ditions we may re-state those ideas in a 
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hundred different ways; but that does not 
change them, for ideas that are plain and 
simple and that lie at the root of life can- 
not grow old or become ridiculous like last 
year's clothing.

This picture is, as it was designed to 
be, the crown of Burne-Jones's work. 
The subject of the Sleep of King 
Arthur in Avalon had been from his 
early youth one of those which filled 
his mind, and upon which his own 
creative imagination was perpetually 
moving ; and as years went on, ^ it 
carried to him a more and more in- 
tense and profound mystical signific- 
ance. The conception, and what it in- 
volves, had concentrated the beliefs and 
aspirations of the whole Middle Ages. 
It was reintroduced to the modern 
world by Tennyson's Morte d' Arthur, 
and by the stanza in his Palace of Art: 

Or mythic Uther's deeply- wounded son 
In some fair space of sloping greens, 

Lay dozing in the vale of Avalon, 
And watch'd by weeping Queens. 
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But in the Morte d' Arthur of Malory, 
from whom Tennyson drew, its sym- 
bolical import is more clearly stated. 
"Some men yet say/' Malory writes 
(chapter clxx), " in many parts of 
England that King Arthur is not dead, 
but had by the will of our Lord Jesu 
Christ into another place ; and men say 
that he will come again, and he shall win 
the Holy Cross. I will not say that it 
shall be so, but rather I will say that 
here in this world he changed his life. 
But many men say that there is written 
upon his tomb this verse, Hie jacet 
Arthurus rex quondam rexque futurus? 
Arthur is Everyman, the symbol of 
mankind; and his kingdom is the life 
lost, and to be re-won, by the whole 
human race. 

The picture, after many preliminary 
designs, was begun on this canvas in 
1 88 1. In the next year Burne-Jones 
wrote: " The sleep of Arthur in Avalon 
is my chief dream now, and I think I 
can put into it all I most care for." For 
many years after he kept doing so at 
intervals; putting into it more and more, 
not only of his technical skill, his mastery 
of design and colour, but of his deepest 
and longest thought It passed through 
many changes, some of enrichment, 



others of rejection and distillation, all 
of them bringing into it some higher 
concentration, some further depth of 
mystical meaning and grave emotion. 
The king himself, at first (as in Tenny- 
son) a man in the prime of life, became 
gradually what we see him now, a 
figure showing the marks of age, worn 
and lined by the weight of the world, 
by labours and sufferings. The sur- 
rounding landscape became more indis- 
tinct and dreamlike; the figures about 
Arthur settled into a deeper stillness and 
darker splendour. Only in the last year 
of the painter's life were the flowers in 
the foreground introduced which give 
the note of actual resurrection, of life 
renewing itself and not suspended in a 
breathless trance. In one version of the 
design, " battles in the mist " were seen 
being fought outside the bounds of the 
magic island ; now there is nothing be- 
yond the encircling walls and waters 
but desolate lands, in a dim half-light, 
mounting up till they crowd out the 
sky. 

In the centre of the picture Arthur 
lies asleep under the roof of gilded 
bronze, on which are embossed twelve 
designs from the Quest of the Grail. 
He still wears his mail coat and coif; 
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over him a lamp burns red and still in 
the windless air. At his head and feet 
are the three Queens; his sister, Morgan 
le Fay, seatecfat his head, all in white, 
and without crown or ornament, hold- 
ing her hands over her head as in a 
mingling of prayer, incantation, and 
prophecy; by his feet, silently at watch, 
the crowned and richly-draped Queens 
of Northgalis and of the Waste Lands, 
one of whom holds Arthur's own im- 
perial crown, to be placed on his head 
when he awakens. To right and left 
are other figures ; two harp-players 
crouched by their harps, with their 
fingers ready on the strings; others 
holding long trumpets; and one, with 
her eyes fixed on the King's face, and 
the great horn of carved ivory lifted in 
both hands to lay to her lips. A group 
of three more stand holding Arthur's 
sword, spear, and shield; and others 
gaze out fixedly into the distance, and 
listen intently with lowered eyes. Over 
the whole company broods the atmo- 
sphere of utter stillness, of breathless 
suspense and expectance. They wait, 
and are ready; from moment to mo- 
ment, the signal may come. 

" I am at Avalon — not yet in Avalon," 
Burne-Jones wrote again, when he was 



working on the picture a little before 
his death. Two months more, and it 
would have been finished. But its very 
incompletion, so near the verge of com- 
pleteness, perhaps reinforces its imagin- 
ative symbolism in a way that no last 
touches could do. For, as with the de- 
liberately unfinished sculpture of Mi- 
chelangelo, it conveys or suggests 
through its incompletion more than it 
actually expresses, and more than any 
art can express. What we feel in this 
picture, what gives it its arresting and 
compelling power, is more than splen- 
dour of design and delicate loveliness 
of handling, more than the spirit of 
beauty for its own sake, more even than 
the distilled magic of romance. "La 
peinture s'en va cherchant aux terres 
lointaines. Que cherche-t-elle? L'in- 
fini." It is the " thoughts that wander 
through eternity" made visible in form 
and colour; this, it says in effect, is 
what we may think, imagine, believe, 
of life and death, and of the existence 
which includes both. For what is finally 
within human reach is not a precise 
and complete assurance, but a wistful 
speculation—" I will not say that it 
shall be so "—a silent and unextin- 
guishable hope.

Books printed at THE KELM SCOTT 
PRESS between the years 1889 and 1896. 
The type, initial letters, and ornaments, 
with the exception of the figure draw- 
ings, were designed by WILLIAM MOR- 
RIS, who made during these years more 
than 700 designs for the Press. The 
figure subjects, with the exception of 
those for the quarto edition of the 
" Glittering Plain " (which were by 
WALTER CRANE), were all drawn by 
SIR EDWARD BURNE-JONES and en- 
graved upon wood chiefly by W. H. 
HOOPER and C. KEATES, who also cut 
the ornaments. [Vide " A Note by Wil- 
liam Morris on his aims in founding 
the Kelmscott Press," edited by S. C.

THE furniture in this room comes from 
workshops established in a fourteenth- 
century manor-house which is situated at 
the bottom of a vallev of almost unbeliev- 
able beauty. The village of Sapperton lies 
scattered about a winding corner of the 
Thames and Severn Canal ; the canal was 
busy enough once, but is now stagnant and 
uncared for, awaiting the time when our 
villages shall be re-populated and cur 
water-ways utilized for traffic and for the 
carriage 'of village-made wares to their 
" cheaping-towns." This is one of Mr. Gim- 
son's dreams for the future, and meantime 
his workshops and his smithy employ local 
labour, and develop the traditional skill in 
the crafts which is latent in most English 
villages, though so little called upon as to 
be in danger of dying out altogether. 

It is to be hoped that the efforts being 
made by Ernest Gimson and Ernest and 
Sidney Barnsley to save this talent and to 
utilize it to the best advantage, may be the 
beginning of a new life for the villages of 
England. For this reason alone the work 
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from the Sapperton workshops presents an 
important aspect of the Arts and Crafts 

movement. 

The room is papered with one of the 
earliest of William Morris's designs, the 
Fruit paper. The yellow wall-hanging is 
also of his design, the linen and some of 
the silks used having been specially dyed 
by Morris and Company for the present 
work; but most of the silks come from a 
precious hoard dyed under the direction of 
William Morris himself.

A Lady's Bedroom has been furnished 
by the Women's Guild of Arts, in which 
elaboration and luxury have been pur- 
posely avoided. It is claimed that the 
two prominent features, the richly painted 
crucifix and the gaily embroidered bed- 
furniture, give what is needed of emphasis 
to the arrangement; individual details are 
not introduced, as the Unseen Lady's per- 
sonality alone could supply these. Her 
wardrobe, it is true, has a touch of her, but 
no more than a touch. 

The bedstead, chest, chair, and footstool 
come from the Sappcrton workshops. Mr. 
Spooner kindly supplied the priedieu and 
dressing-table. The wardrobe was made at 
the Hampshire House workshops from Mr. 
Gimson's design. The rest of the furnish- 
ing of the room is the work of members 
oAhe Guild, except that, for the painting 
of the bed and the embroidery of the hang- 
ings, some students of the Birmingham 
School of Art and others gave their help. 

Most of the wools used in the hangings 
were dyed under William Morris's direc- 
tion. The quilt illustrates a Russian prayer 
for the beasts who have served humanity 
in the present War.
